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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response filed on 04/07/2006 has been fully considered. Claim 14 is 
amended, claim 24 is canceled, and claims 1-23 and 25-47 are pending. (NOTE: 
Claims 1-13 and 31-47 are withdrawn from consideration as non-elected invention). 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election of Group II species A (claims 14-30) in the reply filed on 
04/07/2006 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 14-23 and 25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kasahara et al. (US 6,165,606) in view of Schliesman et al. (US 
6,129,785) and Koyano et al. (US 2003/0064206 A1). 

5. Kasahara discloses an ink jet recording sheet comprising a support and at least 
one recording layer provided on the support (claim 1). The recording layer comprises a 
binder and inorganic particles (abstract). The recording layer further comprises a 
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hardener such as boric acid (col. 15, line 15), and a pH adjustor such as potassium 
carbonate (col. 15, line 39). Potassium carbonate is a weak base, and when it reacts 
with the boric acid, bubbles having the claimed diameter are inherently generated in the 
recording layer. The thickness of the recording layer is 20-50 urn (col. 14, line 60). 

6. Kasahara does not teach that the recording layer has the claimed pH value. At 
the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to a person ordinary skill in the art 
to maintain the pH value of the recording layer within the claimed range in order to 
control the stability and the viscosity of the composition that would form the recording 
layer (see col. 2, line 58 thru col. 3, line 4 of Schliesman). Furthermore, it would have 
been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to adjust the amount of the 
potassium carbonate so as to control the pH value of the layer. 

7. With respect to claim 29, Schliesman teaches an ink jet recording medium 
comprising an ink receptive coating containing a binder and a pigment, wherein the 
thickness of the ink receptive coating is at least 8 urn (abstract and col. 7, line 3 of 
Schliesman). 

8. With respect to claim 21 , the use of lithium containing pH adjusting agent is well 
known in the ink jet recording art. See [0157] of Koyano. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 14-20, 22, 23 and 25-30 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
